Diaweren of rue Stans.—Great diversity 
of opinion now exists among astromomers as 
to the diameter of the stars. If, says M. 
Arago, we should take tor their discs such as 
they appear to the usked eye, certain stars 
would be 9.000,000 leagues in diameter— 
equal to 27,000 times greater diameter than 
the sun— and the mort moderate calealation 
will be 1,700 mitlions. Mereehel’s last caleu 
lation was that of Arcturus, a diameter of 
nearty four millions. If the apparent diameter 
of two seconds and a half, assigned by Hers- 
chel to the Goat, was real, the mags of that 
star be more than 14,000,000 times 
greater than that of our sun. Bat there is no 
certainty in this, nor anything to question that 
our sue isastar. The sublime ples in the 
Holy Scripture, that the Creator had made ail 
with aumber, weight and measure, is followed 
by Plato, whe called it the geometr? of the 
Haller, the friend of Newton, be- 
Neved that all the stars were of the same mag- 
nitude—that of the ma; and that difference of 
distance only caused the apparent difference 
of size. The number of stars visible by means 
of a telescope of twenty feet of local distance, 
tmay be more than five bundred millions. It is 
affirmed by Arago, thet there are certainly 
stare in the Grmament whose distance from the 
earth is 844, and even 070 times greater than 
the stars visible to the maked eye. See whats 
conclusion this leads us to. It is sdmitied 
that light, with the velecity of 77 00 leagues 
* second, takes three years te reach us from 
the nearest star. And there are stars 344 and 
even 980 times more remote. Then there 
are stars, whose light dees not reach us until 
after two thousand seven bundred yeers—an 
infaity 1 distance os it ls to nambers.— er-

Wasurse Wrepows —A correspondent of 
the Americar Agriculturist gives the follow. 
ing improved mode of washing windows: The 
nicest article for washing windows is deer-shin, 
@* nv particles come off to adhere to the glass, 
and make it look as if washed with feathers — 
There is no need of anything larger than « 
hand-basin for washing windows. The grest 
splashing some people make in the exerc'se of 
their art is entirely useless, and is, moreover, 
deleterious. When the water is permitted to 
run down ip great quantities over the glass, it 
dissolves the putty, and soon loosens the panes 
from their setting, and also stains the giass. 
Two pieces of warh-lesther and a bow! of suds, 
are all that are necessary. Wipe the glass 
first with the wet cloth or leather, and after it 
has become dry, with the clean cloth, and it 
will leok clear, and far more so than if rinsed 
in 8 dozen pails of water
